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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The newly added limitation "substantive descriptive information comprising a description of the resource" further specifies the claimed 
invention and requires further consideration and/or search. The limitation "a description of the resource" is more specific than the 
limitation "substantive descriptive information concerning the resource". Examiner interprets "substantive descriptive information 
concerning a resource" as any descriptive information related to the resource, for example, if web site or web page of a company is a 
resource then descriptive information about the company is equivalent to "substantive descriptive information" concerning the resource 
"web site of the company" because company information provides the information about the company that the resource belongs to. In 
other words, substantive descriptive information concerning the resource can be interpreted as any information relating to attributes of the 
resource not just the content of the resource, e.g., owner (author), created date, type of the resource, etc. On the other hand, the 
limitation "a description of the resource" is interpreted as any descriptive information regarding the content of the resource 
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
